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dependently on the extracted control command. See col. 1, lines 49-55. However, 



nowhere does Hirata disclose or suggest the features of comparing terms in the 
electronic message to terms in program information of the EPG, and displaying the 
electronic message so that any terms in the electronic message which have a match in 
the program information are distinguishable from terms which have no such match, as 
recited in claims 1 and 9. 
Conclusion 

Having fully addressed the Examiner's objections and rejections it is believed 
that, in view of the preceding amendments and remarks, this application stands in 
condition for allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance are respectfully 
solicited.
